Along with a decline in car and 
truck production, shipments of 
parts and accessories to vehicle 
makers for original equipment de- 
clined from an index figure of 155 
in August to 139 in September, as 
compared with 151 in September 
last year.

Replacement parts and accessory 
|sales to the wholesale trade moved 
up brisklysfrom the August levels. 
The replacement parts index figure 
advanced from 169 to 181, while ac- 
cessory volume rose from 115 to 163. 

Replacement parts business has 
shown a gain every month this 
year, receiving some stimulation 
from the continued use of the old- 
er Ford models, and some from 
extensive development of neigh- 
borhood wholesale outlets of the 
parts manufacturers. Accessory 
business, generally speaking, has 
not had a good year, but showed 
marked gains in August and Sep- 
tember over the midsummer levels.

SALES DECLINE IN 
5 OHIO COUNTIES 


LUMBUS, 0O., Oct. 21 (U. T. 

P. S.).—Registration of bills 
of sale in five of the most popu-

The Specialized Motor Bus 


a the field- of transportation the motor bus is still so new 
a factor that its place has not yet been definitely deter- 
mined. In the beginning motor bus lines were placed-in 
competition with other forms of trans port under conditions 
that did not make for economy and efficiency. In such cases 
it was inevitable that the method of transport most efficient 
under the conditions should finally win out, driving the bus 
out of a field which it never should have entered. In other 
cases the motor bus line entered competition and proved its 
superior efficiency and drove out the railway or the electric 
line, as the case happened to be. 

Only by experience do we learn just what is the efficient 
sphere of any given method of transport. Today we are 
beginning to be able to allot the proper spheres of service 
to each type of transportation. We can tell ahead, with rea- 
sonable accuracy, whether the railway, electric line or the 
motor bus will best serve under any given set of conditions. 

Again in the motor bus field we are beginning to 
understand the types of bus that will best meet certain 
conditions. We know that urban service demands a 
certain type of vehicle, which is not adapted to cross 
country service. We know the factors of speed, mobil-

Parking Out? 

 geronpee B. STOECKEL, motor vehicle commissioner of 

the state of Connecticut, remarked the other day that | 

the time is not far distant when parking on the principal | 

streets of all our cities is going to be absolutely prohibited. 

Mr. Stoeckel is an able official, a close student of motoring 
affairs and he speaks with authority. 

There is no question that drastic reforms in the matter 
of parking are due. There is scarcely a city or town today 
whose streets are not obstructed by idle cars. On busy days 
it is almost impossible to find a place to park a car within 
reasonable distance of the active business center. 

Merchants generally will probably raise objection to 
laws forbidding parking in front of their stores. They fig- 
ure that trade today drives up to their doors in motor cars 
and that the customers must be permitted to leave their 
vehicles where they stop and while they are in the shops 
making purchases. This is true to an extent, but when the 
press of parked cars becomes héavy enough to block traffic, 
trade is not being brought but kept away. That is exactly 
the situation today.

Counter men, especially, should 
be men who know the application 
of service parts, who can “talk the 
language” with the counter trade, 
which consists largely of regrind- 


ers, motor builders and general re- 
pair men of a type and intellect 
which is peculiar to themselves. 
Experienced service parts men 
need not, of necessity, be high- 
grade salesmen, tut rather effi- 
cient clerks. The selling has been 
done when the repair man comes 

in and the main function of a 
counter man is to know parts, 

know where. they are and have 

the ability to get them quickly. 

He must know the possible inter- 
changeability of various parts or 
units, and this cannot be accom- 
plished by catalogues, specification 
lists or in any other manner ex- 
cept constant, continual handling 
of service parts over a long period 
of time. 

Few outstanding service parts 
men have been secured from car 
dealers, and the best that have come 
into the fiela have come from car 
wreckers or general repair shops,

This survey discloses that a large 
number of former exclusive parts 
jobbers are adding both shop 
equipment and accessories to their 
lines to allow their salesmen to be 
self-supporting through sale. of 
these additional lines and still. do 
the necessary missionary work to 
sell parts. Unless the general line 
jobber protects himself by giving 
complete service to the indepen- 
dent repair man, his best. cus- 
tomer, it is easy to determine that 
another group of general line 
wholesalers will soon appear in the 
distribution picture. This seems 
unnecessary, as in many places 
there are -apparently too many 
jobbers. The general line jobber 
who handles service parts distrib- 
utes his fixed costs over a larger 
number of lines and volume of 
business. The distribution chan- 
nel from him to the independent 
repair man was dug many years 
ago and if the proper steps are 
taken to analyze the independent 
repair man’s requirements, place 
the mecessary merchandise in

Frequent conferences with the 
executives of the manufacturers 
supplying service parts are neces- 
sary to apprise men of the latest 
developments in that field.

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Survey Indicates Good 
Business Year in 1928 
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today it was explained that it is 
yet too early to estimate the total 


value of the country’s crops for this 
year as compared with that of last 
year and previous periods; yet it 
was explained unofficially” that 
there undoubtedly will be a whole- 
some increase and consequently a 
much larger turn-over for re-invest- 
ment by farmers. 

This increase is expected to show 
a marked recovery, in contrast to 
net crop incomes for the period 
from July 1, 1926, to June of this 
year. The cash income of crops 
sales in the last fiscal year amounted 
to $9,549,000,000 as compared with 
$10,135,000,000 in the preceding pe- 
riod. When analyzed by groups of 
commodities the decline in cash in- 
come appears to have been due to 
the smaller incomes from the record 
cotton crop, from the feed grain 
crops and from apples and potatoes. 


But before the advent of the | 


new year the automotive industry 
need not look forward immedi- 
ately to the reinvestment of crop 
money. On November 15 the 
Treasury will unleash a golden 
hoard of $803,000,000 in redemp- 
tion of Liberty Bonds, and at 
about the same time banks 
throughout the country will pay 
out to its members of various 
Christmas clubs about $750,000,000. 
In the early part of January va- 
rious corporations will pay out for 
interest and dividends an esti- 
mated sum of $750,000,000. The 
total of these sums amounts to 
the aggregate of $2,303,000,000, and 
will seek reinvestment. 

These are the facts and figures as 
they appear to official Washing- | 
ton, which constantly keeps its) 
finger on the pulse of business and 
living conditions of the country. 

At the same time there is, of 
course, a natural tendency on the 
eve of a presidential year to dis-| 
count and accept with a grain of| 
salt much of the prosperity talk} 
of a political administration; yet) 
there appears such abundant proof} 
of “loose money” that Democratic 
leaders are not strenuously disput- 
ing the claims of the Coolidge} 
regime. 

There has been some falling off 


in the net receipts of the rail-| 


roads, it is conceded, but no de-} 
crease in the volume of business 
done. -While there has been some 
diminution in passenger traffic, 
rather than lessening prosperity, it | 
reflects just the reverse, government | 
economists point out. 

What it does mean, as they see 
it, is that more automobiles are 
coming into use, and an economic 
condition that permits this is con- 
sidered an extremely healthy one. 
Officials here who are familiar 
with the automotive industry are 
optimistic as to its future and look 
to 1928 as another banner year 
for production and consumption. 

These officials are awaiting the} 
effect of the new model Ford on the | 
automotive market, but are inclined | 
to believe that much of the mys-| 
terious propaganda heralding the| 
new car may develop into a boom- 
erang. 

While reports from all sections of 
the country indicate unusual inter- 
est in the new Ford model, the 
government’s experts believe that 
the increased buying power of the 
country within the next six months 
will greatly stimulate the sales of 
higher-priced cars in greater ratio 
than it will influence the sale of the 
newest creation from Highland Park. 

With the improvement of the ag- 
ricultural situation, the automotive 
industry may look forward to greater 
buying power in the farming regions 
which will stimulate business gen- 
erally. In these sections of the coun- 
try, according to reports, there ap- 
pears to be a desire for larger and

When the car is placed on the 
lubrication rack another workman 
in a clean uniform hooks up the 
vacuum cleaner with the air com- 
pressor line and goes over the up- 
holstery of the car. The floor car- 
pets, if very dirty, are removed and 
brushed, then vacuumed. The ordi- 
mary vacuum job is completed in 
about five minutes. 

After the work is done a card is 
placed on the steering wheel advis- 
ing the owner that the upholstery, 
etc., has been vacuumed, and with 
the compliments of the company. 
The result is that the owners feel 
that here is a place where their cus- 
tom is appreciated. And these satis- 
fied owners tell their friends and 
acquaintances, which is boosting for 
the service station.
